WITHOUT A SUMMER. 

A Year lu Which Com Sold For 

$5 a Jiiishel and Flour 

For $13 a Barrel. 

Savannah Press. 

In view of the cold spell ot this 

spring, the following article, which 

we nnd in an old BCt'ftpboolt, may 

of general interest: 

''Almost everyone has heard tell 
of the dark year in the earlier part 
of the present century; that ia, the 
year 1816. In an old paper we find 
the following aumriiai'y of thatyear, 
which hae been known as the year 
without a summer. Few persons 
now living can recollect it; but 
throughout Euiope and American 
it. was. the coldest summer ever 
known. 

January was mild, so much so as 
to render firee f*lmost needless iu 
parlors. December previous was 
very cold. 

"February was not so very cold;: 
with exception of a few days, it 
was mild, like its predecessor. 

'■Match was cold and boisterous; 
during the first part of ii; the re-' 
inainder was mild. A great freshet . 
on the Ohio and Kentucky rivers, 
caused creat loss of property. 

''April began warm, but grew 
cold as the month advanced and 
ended in snow and ice with a tetn- 
nerature more like winter than 
spring. 

"May was more remarkable for 
its frowns than smiles. Buds and 
flowers were frozen, ice formed half 
an inch thick, com was killed and 
Sold.-; worn iiofiiii nnd again planted 
until deemed too late. 

■'June was the coldest ever known 
in this latilude. Frost, ice, and 



green thing was killed. Fruit was 
nearly all destroyed. Btiow fell fo 
the depth of ten inches in Vermont* 
iSevenin Maine and thtea in Central 
New York. 

"July was accompanied by frost 
and ice, on July 5, ice was formed 
tbn tbieknesa of common window 
glass thou ghout New England, New 
York, and some parts of Penn- 
eylyania. Indian com was nearly 
all destroyed, only favorably sit- 
uated fields escaped. 

"August Wiis more cheerless, if 
possible, than the summer mmitliB 
already pastel. Ice was formed 
half au inch thick. Indian corn 
was ao frozen that the greater part 
was eut down and dried for fodder. 
Almost everything green was de- 
stroyed, both in this country and 
Europe. Payers received from 
England stated that it would be re- 
membered by the present genera- 
tion that the year 1816 was a year 
in which there was no summer. — 
Very little corn ripeied in New 
England and the Middle Slates. — 
Farmers supplied themselves for the 
spring of 1816. It sold at from H 
to $5 per bushel. 

"September furnished about two 
weeks of the mildest weather of the 
season, Boon after the middle it 
became very cold and frosty, and 
ice formed a quarter of an inch 
thick. 

"October produced more than its 
share of cold weuther; frost and ice 
particularly. 

"November was cold and bluster- 
ing. Enough snow fell to make 
good sleighing. 

"December was quite mild! aud 
comfortable. 

"The above is a brief summary of 
the cold summer of 181b',' T as it was 
called in order to distinguish it 
from the cold season. The sun's 
rays seemed to be destitute of heat 
throughout the summer, all nature 
seemed lo be clad in aablu hue, and 
mm exhibited no little anxiety 
euncetniug the future of this life. — 
The average wholesale price of flour 
during that year was $13 per barrel. 
The average price of wheat in Eng- 
land was 37 shillings per qunt

A large fin extends nearly the 
length of the back of the creature, 
which is folded back when the fish 
is swimming, in order that its 
progress may not be impeded if 
speed is desired, but when quietly 
swimming it is often erected and 
acts as a sail to carry it through 
the water. The swordnsh is very 
aggressive in its disposition and 
will often assail hsh much larger 
than itself. Even the whale is 
not exempt from its attacks. The 
food of the sworilfisa consists of 
smaller fish, which it kills by 
stubbing them, with its sword. 
There is quite a large business done 
in swordfishi ng, as the tiesli is used 
for food. The larger species ore 
caught by harpooning, the smaller 
iu nets. — Exchange.

The Flying I'isfi. 

A strange creature is the flying 
fish, of which there are two spe 
cies— one, the dactylopternp, culled 
the flying gurnard, the other, Hie 
exocetus, or flying herring. These 
flying fish are found only in ike 
tropical and subtropical Bcas. The 
flying herring is plentiful, but 
the gurnard is senrcer. The fish i^ 
seen ofteaer daring rough than 
calm weather, and if pursued by 
enemies or frightened by vessels 
will dart from the water. Th< 
wings ore without motion, esot-pl 
a slight vibration as the wind pusses 
over them, and they do not move 
them as a bird or bat to guide their 
course, but their flight is straighl 
forward, and any deviation from 
this course is caused by the current 
of air passing over them. Theii 
flight is generally rapid and! longer 
when Hying against than with [he 
wind, and they usually keop close 
to the water, although during win 
dy weather tk*y have been known 
to be carried high enough to Call on 
the decks of vessels.— Exchange.

After three appli- 
cations In as mauy dnjs the fliea were 
killed out io that they were not again 
numerous until nearly three weeks la- 
tar. Itt 1803 the emulsion remedy was, 
again tried, but not with as favorable 
results. Tlie crude cotton saed oil and 
tar mixture being ao cheap and so easily 
applied, we have adopted this method 
of treatment ae the best. 

Some writers have recommended the 
application of lime or plaster to the cow 
dung In tQ e field to kill the larva* as be- 
ing the best method of lessening tba 
numbers of the bom fliea. The condi- 
tions as to the pasturage of the animala 
throughout the south, however, are such 
that this method of treatment la not 
practicable. 

Application to the animals of snb- 
stances to keep the flies off is the best 
treatmeut Tor the horn fly. Of the 
many aubstancea used for this purpose, 
two parts of crude cotton seed oil mixed 
with on* part of ptna tar we consider 
Ui» best, cheapest and the most easily 
applied. It should he applied to the an- 
imals at milking time with a largo paint 
brush, the cost being bot three-fourths 
ef a coot p«r cow. If the crude cotton 
seed oil cannot ba readily obtained, fish 
oil or any other cheap oil may lie used 
in its stead. 

TO PRESERVE E009. 

Please give me a method to preserve 
egga. A. L. T., Woodlawn. 

The following from an exchange will 
give yon an excellent method of pre- 
serving egga, with the causes that lead 
to eggs spoiling. 

The egg shelllB perforated by ft myriad 
of small pores, which can only be per- 
ceived by the aid of a microscope. Their 
effect is evident became it is by them 
that day by day the albumen ovuport.tea 
and girea place to air. When the egg 
is completely full, a fluid p.issea con- 
stantly towards the pores, and it is the 
principal agent of corruption; this cor- 
ruption is manifested more rapidly in 
warm than in cold weather. An egg 
absolutely fresh ia absolutely and pro- 
verbially fnll, but in the staleeggs there 
ia a proportion 'illy empty pliico causad 
by (he loss of allimnoii by evaporation. 
If the tongue Is applinl to the end of n 
fresh egg, it is felt to be completely 
cool; If applied to a utale egg, it in found 
to ho warm, because the albumen of the 
new egg, being in contact with the 
shell, absorbs the heat of the tonguo 
more rapidly than the air contained in 
the shell of the stale egg. By inter- 
cepting the nir and preventing it from 
penetrating the shell, so as not to kill 
the germ and prevent its hatching, the 
egg can bs preserved longor than in any 
other way. There hava been obtained, 
says a French writer, chickens hatched. 
from egga kept for two years in varnish 
{glaze.) This, he states, may be thus 
prepared: Dissolve soma gumlnc in a 
sufficient quantity of alcohol to make a 
slight glaze: put in each egg, and when 
nil the eggs are completely dry, pack 
them in bran, wool or sawdust, talcing 
care to place the large end upwards, 
and preventing tlimn from damage or 
rolling about. When the eggs are 
wanted,, carefnlly remove the glaze with 
flame alcohol, and they will he foond in. 
the same state as when they were en- 
veloped, that fa to say, good to eat or to 
hatch. This method is said to be tho 
best and the most sure that has yet been 
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LATE POTATOES. 

Plottaegive me what you consider a 
good method of raising late potatoas. 
J. ft. C, Jonesboro. 

In previous reports from this depart- 
ment, you will find thin subject dealt 
with at length. Tlies? report) we send 
you, and add the following suggestions: 
from a report of the North Carolina Es- 
peri me ut station: 

"While, in this climate, hilling i3 of 
great advantage with the early crop. 
we aro satisfied that flat culture is es- 
sential with the late one, and flat cul- 
ture can only he well done with deeply 
planted potatoes. The result of my ex- 
perience, then, may be summed up in 
the following recommendations for the 
late crop: 

"The general practice is to use the 
culls, or email potatoes which ijre not 
fit for shipping, for planting the second 
crop. Some claim that this practice 
leads to degeneration and soon compels 
a renewal from northern seed; whila 
othera claim that the culls are as good 
as any. Our own experiments in this 
linehavenot been continued long enough 
for me to give an opinion. My practice 
Is to take potatoes of the early crop and 
spread them In shade of a tree, or other 
out door screen, until they are well 



greened by the light. They are then 
bedded In a single layer, an aweet pota- 
toes are bedded, but, of course, no ma- 
nure or hot bed ia uaod, and covered 
with about two inches of sandy soil. 
Here they remain until August. Any 
time after the first week in August up 
to the 20th of the month, will do well 
in this latitude for planting the crop, 
We then «eo for planting only those 
that have started to sprout, and always 
plant them whole. Many fallureB in 
getting a stand are due to cutting the 
potatoes at this season." 

"But the moat important matter is the 
preparation of the ground and the mode 
of planting. I orefec for the late crous 
a piece of ground upon which a crop of 
field peas baa been grown and mown 
for bay. This can usually be had even 
when we use the same land upon which 
the early crop grew, for if we sow peas 
at once upon the land as soon as the 
early crop is off they can be mown by 
the second week in Augast, and the 
stubble at once turned for the second 

"So matter how thoroughly the land 
was manured for the early crop it will 
ho best to use a liberal supply of fer- 
tilizer for the late one. If put upon a 
pea atubbla there will be no need for 
furthor purchase of nitrogen as was es- 
sential with the early crop; but it will 
always pay to use 000 pounds of acid 
phosphate and 200 pounds of kainit 
broadcast for this crop. 

"In planting lay off the furrows throe 
feet apart, run twice or three Umos in a 
furrow and clean It out with a ehovel if 
not uniformly deep and regular. Pre- 
pare, plant and cover one row at a time 
while the soil is fresh, Plant at the 
bottom of the deep furrow, but c 
very lightly. The covering we do with 
a hoe, and let the man who covers tramp 
over the row after covering, so as tt) 
press the soil tightly to tho need. When 
planting on a large scale, a machine 
similar to one used in some sections for 
covering corn may be used. This con- 
sists of au ordinary plow beam and 
handles, with a cross bar in front, to 
which are attached two spike teeth a 
foot apart, and behind these a narrow 
roller. The two apiices will pull In 
plenty of soil from the sides of the 
trench, and tho roller will compact it. 

"Such a coverer can easily be made at 
home. Potatoes, properly sprouted, 
planted in this way, will all be certain 
to grow, and a good stand is easy to get. 
Aa the potatoes grow the soil is pulled 
in around thorn by running tho cultiva- 
tor through until, finnlly, tho trench is 
level. Do all tho culture with tho ordi- 
nary one-horse cultivator, and do not 
hill up. The potatoes will then form in 
the deep bed of mellow soil, tho doop 
furror will tend to retain moisture, ami 
tho crop will be larger than if grown in 
hills or ridges. 

••The important points to observe, w<i 
think, are: 

"1. Bad the seed in the soil until 
planting time. This gets rid of those 
too immature to grow and which, if 
planted, would leave ttapt in the row. 

'■2. Plant about tho second week in 
August, if posjibV-S. and nsa only thoae 
potatoes that aro sprouted. 

"it. Plant in a deep furrow, but cover 
very lightly, and pack ttio soil to the 

"4. Never cut the potatoes for the late 
crop under any circumstances, whether 
large or small. 

"fi. Gradually fill tha soil to tho plants 
as they grow, and cultivate the crop 
perfectly flat. 

"When grown on a small scale and hi 
dry land, after tha tops aro dead, clean 
them off and throw a ridge of aoil over 
the row by throwing a furrow on each 
aide. Cover the ridges with piue straw 
and the potatoes will keep there during 
the winter as well as anywhere, can he 
dug as wanted for the. table during the 
winter, and will be found in better con- 
dition for planting at the usual time 
than if dug in the fall. This plan can 
not he well practiced except on well 
drained soil." 

The wholesome supply of food that 
we can obtain for the winter months, 
without depending upon the northern 
market, and tho prices we can obtat 
incur local mark ot, commends a home 
raised supply of late potatoes to every 
Georgia farmer, That the day is not 
far off when all our farmers will avn'l 
themselves of the possibilities offered by 
this crop, there is little doubt. 
PEANUT 8. 

What is the best soil for peanuts? To 
what kind of plants doe; It belong. 

B. I. J., Eocky Face. 

The peanut requires a calcareous or 
lime soil. Where there is not sufficient 
lime in the aoil it should be eugplicd, at 
the rate of from ?0 to 40 bushels to the 
acre. It should also he well manured. 
The plant is a Iegnmine. 

SHEEP LICE. 

Will you kindly give mo a remedy for 
lice in sheep. A. D. H., Cftu.il 

If your sheep are dipped regularly 
once a year as a rule they will be free 
from lice. Pyrethum or Persian insect 
powder, if it comes In contact with 
lice, is sure death to them. The lice 
generally found on tUJ inner part of the 
thighs and fore lege, and on the aides 
and neck. Two ounctM oi tmlphiu, 
mixed with a pound of Inrd, to which 
has been added 20 ilroj s of creosote will 
also kill the lice.

No matter how thoroughly the land 
i manured for the early crop it will 
best to use a liberal supply ol ' &*• 
tilizer for the late one.
